Claims 1-26 have been canceled; all new claims 27-59 have been submitted 

1 . The reply filed on August 29, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The newly submitted claims 27-59 are 
directed to an invention independent and distinct from that examined in the First Action on the 
Merits. The amendment filed on August 29, 2006 canceled all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presented only claims drawn to an independent and distinct invention not 
previously considered in the first action on the merits (MPEP § 821.03). 

1. None of the previously examined claims comprised urea. Nor did any of the claims recite 
an enzyme substrate for urease. 

1. Original claim 24 was the only claim directed to a kit . The kit comprised two devices, 
the first being a device comprising an indicating agent that is color sensitive and the second 
device being a breath collecting device. 

Both newly submitted independent kit claims NO longer comprise the breath-collecting 

device. 

Additionally all of the claims require "a source of urea", which was not previously 
claimed. The prior claims were directed to devices that detect the presence of ammonia odors 
(original independent claim 1); the source of the odors being any source. No reagents were 
included or required or claimed in any of the examined embodiments to include substrates for 
production of ammonia. 

Original claim 24 was directed to detection and collection devices for ammonia (original 
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claim 24), and no reagents for detecting urease, an enzyme that uses a substrate/reagent for 
generating ammonia. 

All of the new claims recite combinations of reagents and claim limitations that are an 
independent and distinct from the claims which were examined in the first action on the merits.
